Teller terms scientists 
problem communications

*sIt is- often said that modern 
science has become so large 
that no human brain can pos- 
sibly absorb it all--but this 
has been true since the birth 
of Christ,” said Dr. Edward 
Teller in his speech, Science 
in the Technological Revolu- 


j tion, presented Tuesday as a 


part of Engineering and Sci- 
ence Week. 

But the problem of the ap- 
plied scientist is not the ever- 
increasing quantity of informa- 
tion he must assimilate. Lack 
of cooperation and communica- 
tion present the principal dit- 
ficulties to the scientist, ac- 
cording to Teller. 


SEPARATE CHANNELS 

Mathmeticians, chemists and 
physicists, all trying to follow 
up on new discoveries and put 
them to their best use, go about 
their business in geparate chan- 
nels, speaking distinct lan- 
guages, Teller said. And when 
they do get together, they_can’t 
communicate, he told the large 
audience. 

“The confusion of chemistry 
has almost yielded to the sim- 
plicity and order of mathema- 
tics,” said Teller, “If we can 
all get together, we can unite 
to attack a single problem.” 

As would be expected from 
the man who helped develop the 


atomic bomb during the second 
World War and who has since 
become known as the “father 
of the H-bomb,’’ Teller had a 
few comments about atomic 
energy and its peaceful appli- 
cations. 


BUILD CANAL 

“Cheap, effective, clean re- 
moval of earth can be done with 
nuclear explorives,’’ said 
Teller. ‘Relatively cheaply-- 
for a half a billion dollars--we 
could build a sea level canal 
a thousand feet wide.” Teller 
didn’t suggest a location for 
the proposed waterway, but did 
explain its operation: “You’d 
sail in at one end and out at 
the other.” 

“This can be done with the 
cooperation of mathematicians, 
physicists, chemists and geolo- 
gists, but we don’t have the 
people who can do these jobs. 
Colleges and universities turn 
out students whose learning has 
taken on staggering dimensions, 
These people are specialists. 
This is what is needed, 


CAN’T COMMUNICATE 

“When you try to get people 
together they must bẹ able to 
communicate, This they can’t 
do.” 

Teller spoke of a large firm 
which offers training, or re- 
training, in the applied sciences 


for students after graduation, 
but lamented the fact that the 
lack of training facilities in 
other jobs makes it difficult 
to get going in the new train- 
ing. 

«what we need is training 
in applied science,’’ he said, 
refering to the need for col- 
leges and universities to fur- 
ther implement their applied 
science programs, 


PROGRESS INEVITABLE 

“Progress will happen 
whether we like it or not. The 
real problem is to be the first 
to make the progress and then 
learn how to apply it.” 

Hungarian-born Teller, win- 
ner of the Einstein and Fermi 
awards, recalled the days of 
the individual inventor and his 
simple invention, 


MAIN QUESTION 


Teller concluded, “Shall we 
turn back the clock and forget 
about the fact that something 
like an atomic explosion can 
occur? 

*“*The question is not how to 
create a livelihood for the 50 
billion people that will live 
on the earth by the middie 
of the next century. The main 
question is how to get along 
with each other .’’

This statement will not be denied by anyone who either had 
to stand in line or by those who organized and supervised 
the semesterly hassle. 

Registration administrators at the college complain that the 
Chancellor’s office and the state legislature are responsible 
for most of the trouble through their unwillingness to approre 
the budget increases needed to hire the clerks demanded by 
the burdensome student load. In fact they say that the college 
is short 4.4 clerical people. 

The various departments of the college must submit individual 
budget requests one and one half years ina dvance of the fiscal 
year when the money will be expended, All along the line ad- 
ministrators take the various budget requests and pare the 
sfat” from them while trying to make the total budget conform 
to the money available. 

This process involves ALL the state agencies not just the 
colleges. After the preliminary budget requests are submitted 
they are reviewed by Governor Brown’s legislative analyst and 
again cutbacks are recommended. 


Compounding this problem is the noted ability of the state to 
underestimate the enrollment figures for each semester (this is 
what the budget requests are based upon) and the result is a 
cataclysm of the first water. 

The powers in the chancellory have striven laboriousiy in the 
pursuit of bureaucratic exactitudes but have been unable to 
achieve their own appointed goals. To wit: IT IS THE RULE 
THAT there shall be one cierk for each 400 students enrolled 
(regardless of whether full or part-time students) and an addi- 
tional clerk will be hired for each 1000 part-time students, 

After much introspection they ruled FURTHER that when a 
college enroliment exceeds 5000 full time equivalent students 
they WILL hire an admissions officer and a stenographer. 


Although the college passed the 5000 mark in the fall of 1963, 
even by the state’s low estimate, administrators were informed 
that the money was ‘‘not available’ for establishing these 
positions. 

Rather than do nothing the state magnanimously “gave’’ 
the college an evaluator in January of 1963 but recalled the 
position in June of the same year. This year the state has ap- 
proved temporary help to the college, this time in the IBM 
division, but will again revoke the position at the end of the 
fiscal year. 


So it appears that the college will b egin next semester with 
the same staff now in existance but with an estimated student 
population of 9000. (Exceeding the number of students who went 
through registration this year by more than 1000,) 


However, it is evident that even with the shortage of 4.4 
people that things could move smoothly with some very simple 
modifications. 

While tt may not be feasible to begin full pre-registration 
for all classes, it IS possible to issue the clearance cards 
earlier, Cards could be issued weeks, or months, in advance 
of the actual registration date. 

Students on probation (925 this semester) constitute just over 
10% of the student body. People who might possibly loose these 
pieces of cardboard could conceivably amount to another 10% 
but only these few would be inconvenienced - not the entire 
student body. 

If the idea of punched pasteboard running loose arounc 
campus is tow distasteful then the lines can be shortened by 
breaking them down into smaller segments. 

It is unbelievable that the majority of the 9000 students 
next semester should be expected to enter the same door tc 
the same room in the highly regarded quest for the cards, The 
lines can be broken into alphabetical groupings in different 
rooms or buildings.
